A tiot broke out this morning among the emi- 
grants on Wood’s Island. A bad feeling between 
the German and Irish emigrants was the cause. 
Seven hundred Irish made an attack on nine 
hundred Germans, who had placed themselves in 
battle array. Tue Irish seized on p.tchforks, clubs, 
axes, long poles, with sharp iron points, and even 
broke an iron rock,“ to obtain the teeth as 
weapons, The Germans barricaded themselves 
in the basement of the hospital building, when 
e Irishmen attempted to break into the house, 
e doors were battered down, and the fight was 
going on quite flercely, wher a strong force of 
police arrived and succeeded in quelling the row, 
though not before being compelled to shoot down 
four of the belligerents. Eighteen of the rioters 
were wounded more or less seriously, and eighty- 
six were secured and confined in a building 
strongly guarded by police. The emigrants en- 
gaged in the fight are still excited, and declare 
the fight will be renewed, as soon as the police 
leave the Island.
